For this reason, we 
respectfully assert that any finding of Chesapeake as responsible for the water well impacts referenced in 
the Section 208 Determination Letter is unfounded. 

Chesapeake is committed to continued pursuit of the investigation of this issue, and to ongoing open 
dialogue and sharing of information with the DEP. in an attempt to understand the cause and/or source of 
this issue and to develop the most effective, beneficial method of remediation of the current situation and 
procedures to mitigate any possible future occurrences.
